Jf^Tl>bai/oey>er our y^xers Jhould lay upon #*; 
tndcjhjing nothing like to be dont unto us, hit 
to be holden with lingering impriforrment , and 
that without liberty of communicating unt^er- 
tbers the inflruiHon of the fame caufe, which TH 
profejfed: free thought good rather to undergo 
jbme exile ( as it were )for redeeming at luft 
Jbme liberty of worshipping Cod with fifitie of 
confiience. Which wbmwedti*anddi£crsqfour 
Brethren, which were willing to come unto us, 
tpere refirained : and we were perfwadsd, that to 
teturneunto them thither, whereas by imbri- 
Jbnment wee jhould againe bee holden from 
them, would little atoaile: 1 baue fudged that weo 
baue been debtors to the to be/tow upon thefomt 
thing which might help to increaf their Jbtritu- 
a\U courage and comfort. In which behalft 
frbert the expectation of me and dbers others re- 
nted uponfome, who in the end did butjlendeth 
anfwer,andfitisfie the fame: Then I,whicb for 
my unwortbinejfe and poore gift , bad thought 
SieVcr to baue fit forth any th'mz publicly 
lyyet was proVolgdto ende^onr myjelfe infome 
parti *sfa* *s the Lord jhould make me able , ta 
fatisfie that want, which 1 thought to be great. 
And! went about a peece of work touching 
Church government. But parth byjichpejfejmd 
partly by weying the coft of the Prints and fin* 
ding it to be aboue my reach o/abilitie : 1 was 
hindered, and baue letftay that Bw£, untill the 
Lord further inabte mee. 

lnthemeane time I thought good to write 
fome other little treatife , and I chofe this \\z. 
%fatm* thinkjng thereby to baue occtfon mini- 
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tfred to JpeaJiof divers of thofi points , Xbhicb 
concerne the caufe mentioned . And 1 Jbas deter* 
Tithed to batie JpohpifomeTbhat briefly upon the 
jbbole Pfilme. But in tbejirft entrance meeting 
jpttb thofi points , Ifrbicb I thought good they

Firft wee haue to fpeak of his ioy and the 
caufe thereof, the remembrance of which, 
$g doth now feed Upon, and chew the cudd 

rn this ioy of that happy day , which he 
sremembreth. The Lord chofe DaVid from 
tbejheepfalds to fed his people in Jacob, and bis 
inheritance in IfraeL Tfil. 78.71. And as it: 
is fpoken of him that hee fed them in the 
Jmplicitie of his heajrt. Verfe. iz. Sq 
did it euen appears \w his firft entrance 
of his kingdome. For nothing? held? him 
care full in comparison of this,to haue th? 
Lord to vouchfafe to come home again? yn- 
to his peoplc,and to be 4c peace with them, 
to loue them, and remoue fhame and rebuke 
farre from thereby retgrning his holy Arke s 
the token of his prefence, and the liuclie 
Image of his countenance vpon them, as the 
faking away thereof vv«g *h$ tnrning his tyc1$ 
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jrpon them, and turning away his face, is 
hee had threatned before for finne. And it 
was the rcprochfull fteyning of the glorie ol 
lfraell: as is faid, The glorie is departed from 
Ifrael, forth Jrfy of God is taken, i. Sam. 
4. 21 . Thcrfore was the care ot <DaViA , tni 
bis zealft .fee 00 fire within his brcaft* 
which thing he fliightcly declarui, and the 
flame thereof appeared, whcai#-Ji»are W 
the Lord and VoJted a Von* Vnto tbt might* 
God of la pob, faying , 1 mil not enter into 
the Taiernatle ofmybouf, nor come upon my 
palate or bed, norfujfer myne eyes tojleepe , nor - 
mine eye lids to jlumberjmtiil I haue found out 
it place for the Lord, an habitation for tb* 
tnjgbtie Godoflacob. !Pfil. 1 32. a. 

Now although it be my.purpofe, and 
order requireth to haftea to the caufc of 
S>auids iove,which he heare mentioneth^yec 
it (iandeth with due order in this place, as 
it doth with edifying to (land vpon his 
great care, in way ting for that thing, which 
being obteyned,this hisj ioy fucceeded. For 
liuelie and found is chat ioy which the heart 
fecleth,whenit isrefrefhed from car$ and 
grief e going before. 

When the Lord had deliuer.ed his foule 
out of all aducrfities, which he fufteined in 
the dayes of&ra/i-and had brought him to 
the glorie of his kinglie Throne : herein ho' 
/hewed the fimplicitie of a true hearten that 
he was not changed by the fttdden alterari- 
op, nor his heart beguiled by thofe plea- 
fyr$s, to caufc him to forget God* He &«&•» 
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not bgb minded Jhe had no proud loofy. ffi. I jiv 
t. But be kept btifouk, as a child that is wea- 
ned from his mothers breft. Yea this time hs 
throughly weaned himfclfe > from taking 
pleafure in any thing , untill the Ark of God 
Aould be brought home, & plaicd in lfiael, 
which be calleth by the name of the Lord, and 
*he mighty God of lacob . Pfal.i)2»l» Ther- 
unto doth hec fweare and vow, not to hau* 
regard unto his own tabernacle nor houfe, 
>not to count it his home , or fettle himfelfc 
therein, neither to take any found reft untill 
he had feen this bufines of the Lord in dew 
fwewardneffe. Thus was he tbankfull unto 
the hord, which had remembred him, & all 
hisafBi&ious. 

1 Let us examine our felues and call t<* 
mind the veares that are paft,when the fyrie 
(Word did han£ over our heads in the daye9 
ofQueen ikfera, and that byfo weakea 
threed that we looked euery houre when ie 
tfiould fall upon us , when w« being ftran* 

fers from our own houfes , walked from 
oufe to houfe , at fuch time as the Owles 
in& Bats lookc forth and flye. And thought 
it well if we might liue fo without houfe or 
land , or ought elfe faue bare bread for the 
life. 

VVe were as the Jewes which by Haman 
means mrtfoldto bejlaine , anddefiimte to a 
day of death. And we were as humble Heflar 
which would make no requeft but for life 
onely. Now when we fighed and cried for 
the boadagc , aqd the cne for the bondage 

came 
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came up unto God, and God heard our 
mone , and rcmcmbrcd bis covenant ; Then 
be brought againe our captivity , as bee did of 
Jacob: then were V>t like unto them that dreamed 
fPfit.116. Even for fudden ioy, doubting 
whether we dreamed thofe happy tidings or 
no. Then Jpas our mouth filled with laugh-* 
ter, and our tongue with ioy. Then [the 2Ja+ 
tions about us/aia,tbat the Lord had done great 
things for us. And wee fang thereunto 9 th$ 
Cora hath done great things for us , whereof mo 
reioyce. Chrift lefus fecmed then to us as a 
fhming and burning Lampc, and we feemed 
for that time to rcioy ce in the light thereof* 
But our giving of thanks and tinging praife 
Unto God , was fcarle fo good as that of the 
people of 1/rael, mentioned in the 4. Chap- 
ter of Exod, 31 1 who when they: heard that 
the Lord had vifited them , and had looked 
upon their tribulation, they bowed down ic 
worshipped, But when tribulation wasin-> 
treafed upon them , they murmured agamfl 
Codandhu feAMttt Moyfts. Exod.16.7. So 
could wee bow down and worfliip in the 
day of our deliverance , but fince that time 
doc through bitter affliction as did they,but 
through too much pampering with more 
flcfti, then the pots oiEgtpp haue, wee haue 
waxen fat,a»d haue forgotten the day of oar 
penury and hongfer. Yea we hauc forgotten 
*nd forfaken the Lord the holy one of Ifra- 
f 11 , in that wee are gone backward . And 
better hath the Oxe known bis owner , and the 

^t his mjim nwt , tknVmhamk$**n 
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him tbdt fitted us, Efi. i . 3 . for if we knew 
we would alfo furely know , that hee redee- 
med us from that fine foraace that wee 
tfhould burne with more zeale of furthering 
Jlis kingdom upon earth to the advancing of 
iiis glorie. But the people of England in that 
day when the Lord did life up their heads, 
Were far from the zeale and pra&fe o(2)a)rid 9 
who being advanced to his kingdom , had 
not yet the thing he would haue , and gaue 
himfelfe no reft , untill hee had done due 
.homage unto the Lords kingdome, by fur* 
thering* procuring, & labouring about thofe 
things which appertained , unto the true 
Wor Jhip of God , untill he did fee them ac 
a good ftay. But our Clergie firft , which 
•ihould with great affe&ion haue laboured 
about the Lonis work, to haue feen that firff 
finished, before they had inflated them? 
felues into their own roumes; they contrary- 
wife lay d bold on the great livings, 'catch 
who catch might the rich Bifhopricks & fat 
Benefices. And as jfebfiph the daughter of 
Caleb, Iof.15.19.when her father had giuen 
Jicr a portion of high ground , defired ftill 
more, tamely, places Ttoth firings of water, fo 
Was their defiring, and defiring againe. For 
thofe which were ferued with Benefices 
Where corn groundwas moft,tbey muft haue 
another where good ftore of p aft ur clay. 
And when they were ferued with that, they 
mud long for one where ftore of fheepe are 
kept, and then they think they fhould be 
well, But woitfd to Gpd # K Jwd bin no work;

afie&ioh and defirc, then that of rfcbjfybi 
which defired the mcrcafc of her portion of 
that land , which the Lord had giuen and 
bleJTed vnto her people: but thefe men haue 
benegreedieof the fatte fpoile, aud haue. 
not bene aware that it was the fpoile of If* , 
tichoy which ought not to haue bene medlcd 
withall, but to haue been execrable things lmt* 
>/. lojka. 6.17. I meane not as though that 
wealthfull fpoile might not haue bin taken 
vfe of, by conuerting it another way. But 
thofe things holding (till their nature and 
Itrength which they receued of thcCsnanitiJb 
Gtymane ,ought to haue been to vs execrable 
things . And euen as the Lord gaue vnto the 
children of Ifrael thefirftconqudt in the land, 
of Canaan, namely ,ouer lericbo without bow. 
or fvvord, horfeman ,or any battle , or hand 
mouing of theirs, (in token that he would 
alwaies (land on their right hand, and; their, 
victories ftiould proceedjfrom him, if they 
would goe forward to fight the Lords bau 
tell; fo the Lord gaue vs this viftorie, not 
With noife of battle, or tumbling of gar- 
ments in bloud , but by his own hand alone 
from hcauen, the thing to vs vnlooked for, 
thereby incouraging vs to marche forward 
vnder his banner, and vndcr the good fpeed , 
of this watch-word: The Lordliuetb, Tthkh \ 
brought the children of Ifrael out of Egipt and 
cut of Sabel, and the Lord liueth which . 
Wrought againe the captiuitie of his poore 
iuppliants , from the iron yoke of Antichrift: 
and tbe Lord alfo giuing vs the earned of, 
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fcflured vi&orie in thofe battels which Wert 
co infue in the behalfe of his fonnes king- 
dom, againft his profcfled cncmie Aatichrift» 
if we would haue bene fo gracious, as once 
co haue taken them in hand. But we refund 
to go to the battle any morc,though the C*<* 
mnitcr dwelled ftUl in the land , and bare the 
fword ro flay euery crue Ifraeiite therewith. 
I meane that man of ^w,who by his Cana- 
ttitijb offices, & Canons of his lawes, Handing 
ftill in their ftrength, bearcth the feepcer up 
right,el>ena rtdfotfbe rigbtcous.Thui haue wef 
behaued our felues,not as faithfull loJua % and 
his fouldiours , which from lericbo ceafed 
not to goe forward to more battels jand 
therein law that great tluation of God figh- 
ting for them, Jpben the Sun and Moone /load 
JHU in begum, and baft ed not to go doamefor a 
Jeafon . lojhua 10. i j.But we haue done more 
like the yfmalekjtes, which inuaded Zictygt 
which did cate J drink,& daunce many dayes, 
j.tow.39. ig.Becanfeof the greatfpoil they 
had taken,vntill fudden (laughter and vengc-f 
eancc came vpon them in the mid ft of their 
mirth. So let vs take heed, that we do not fo 
long eate & drink of the fpoile 5 and daunce 
in iecuritie , vntill that <Danid Chrift Icfus 
come at vnawares,and take a waie «U,and 6ur 
liues therewith alio in mod iuft iudgement. 

We alfo haue done as that other generatK 
6ft of the Iewes which arofe vp after UJua t 
Which regarded their ownc eafe more then 
the Lords commaundement, and his glorie* 
Jphich ftoode vpoo the rooting out of thofe 

^veked 
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Wicked ones, whofe fin was ripe and their 
daie was come; thofe Cantnites, f eremites and 
Jebu^tts fuffered they to dwell (till among 

, them. Therefore the Lord Cud, that the} 
Jhould be thornes to their fides, and their Gods 
jhould be their Je/truttion y lud.i.$.2s it came to 
pafle. Euen To haue we ten times more made 
couenant with that curfed broode of Anti- 
chrifts birdes, not onely entring into neare. 
familiari tie with them, but alio borrowing 
many of their ceresionies,entertaining their 
forme of feruice for the moft part,beiog tur- 
ned but from Latin to £nglifti:and yet which 

. is worfe, holding our neckesvnder their gir- 
dles, by making our felues willing flaues to 
their Ecclcfiafticall iword. And becaufe this 

, praftifccouldfooneftbeatchieved,and this 
vngracious work could moft f pedelie vp.'thca 
was it counted Pollicie, to wipe mens nofes 
with, and to giue them a mocke. But be not 
Aectiued, Cod is not mocked, vVho redemed 
you from aduerfitie to this ende , that you 
fhould deale wifely and faithfully in alt his 
houfe. Therefore it did fland you vpon to 
haue taken better aduifemeat in the refor- 
ming of religion, and matters about Gods 
vvorfhip , knowing that aboue all rhinges 
it it a matter moft curious. And you fhould 
with feare and much trembling, fetting a~ 
parte your owne affaires forafeafon, as 4)4- 
*/Wdid here ,and that vvith a folcmne vovr 
making, that you would firft feck the build- 
ing of Gods kingdome: you (hould thus, I 
lay, haue bcjne conucrfant in this bufiacs, 
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knowing that then all things would haue 
profpered with you. Yeufhould alfo hane 
known that the Lord in his worfhip might 
hot admit any ftrangedcuifc Vnderpretece of 
pleafiog fome, nor might admit any ming- 
ling of his wifdome with mens wifdome,. 
any tolerations of vanities with- a fmooth 
and fained promifc to take them away in time 
to come. VVhy did the Lord ihew fuch a 
terrible and fearefull example vpofi the two 
fonnes of jfaron, TS^dab and Jtbibu i as to 
(kortche them with fire fromheauen: Leui. 
lo. x. Becaufe they tooke fire for their cen- 
fers/rom tHe hearth, which they fhouldhaue 
taken from the Altar. And they were but 
yong fchollers in thofe ceremonies, and the 
obferuations were many, and it was at the 
firft begining of their trayning to pra&ife;yet 
the Lords iealoufie burned with nre . And 
Why? Had the Lord fo great regard, for a 
coalc fire? was knot toleauea fearefull mo- 
nument for all men to beholdc, that they 
might take heed Ieaft in matters pertaining 
to the worfhip of God, they alter- and 
chaunge cuen the lead thing ? If any man 
want fkill, let him withdrawe himfclfe.For 
it is written: Talg heed to thy foot* token thou 
tntrefl into the boufi of God, and be more nc*re 
to beare, tbentogiue wefocrifoeof fooks, for 
they fctb not that they doe euill. Ecckf. 4. 14. 
Behould, how many in the Realme of J5W- 
land hzuc done arid daily doe prefume to lee 
in their feet into Gods houfe> and haue not 
learned how to facriflce aright. Offer not 

theg 



Ihey the Sacrifice of fooles. And they will not 
know that they doc cuill. 

But to recurne to tbofe which haue becne 
chiefc mailer workemeo in the reformatio^ 
of religion at the firft : Can they not beholtt 
how that for want of this faichfull zeafa 
which was" in this fcrvant of God (DaViJ. 
For vvant of due feare and trembling, car** 
full crying for the fpirit of vvifdom % and 
Whole attending upon the Lords work, with 
harts freefrom worldly intanglings : And fot 
want of chat intier hue and charitie , which 
Jeefytb not bet oton things but thofi frbich art 
Cbrijls, and her poore brethrens-i.Car.i 3. I 
fay, or want of thefe things, and being drun- 
ken with that new veflel of wine of worldly 
concupifcencc then fct abroach : Can thejr 
liot elpie h *vv they haue dravven their linei 
fo far wrong,that skilfull workmen,yeanov* 
every bungler cannot but wonder to fee 
fuch work. For they haue framed their tim- 
ber ,fome too tor*g,andfometoo fhorr,infuch 
fort, that the building hangeth all on thcona 
fide, tottering and reeling with every wind 
and waiteth but for a bl.ul from the Lord t<% 
cauft it to f *11, and to flay allthofe, which 
haue committed themielues to luch a talic 
building. And as for the form? and fafhioi* 
of the houfc, where was the patterne which 
God /hewed Mofis in the mount: Bxod. z6. 
39. It was to be found,but it was notfoughc 
the hafte was fo great to other things.Ther- 
fore becaufe the Lords patterne was fo refu- 
led : no marvcll though hee refufed to fend 
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his rptrit of wifedora unto thole \ v^hk 
flood in fteed of 2^/^/, and jfbolkh , an 
the*eft of the workmen , ExoJ. 36.1 . F< 
,view and trie out this reformation. Look t 
your brethren of orher nations round aboi 
which h^ue' reformed, if they hatie admii 
ted fuchlhings as you,who yet notwithftai 
ding come fhort enough of their duty. Bi 
look unto the word of God , and eipy 01 
there, how many coales of fire you haue t; 
ken not from the ahar Cbrift lefks, but froc 
the fmokingchimniesof the Cananitcs whic 
.dwelt in the land, the Papifts I mean. There 
fore repent and returne, or elf? take heed 
the Lords fire from heaven , who althougl 
lie ufed more patience and long fuffrance to 
wards l^adab and jtbibux yet be you aflurc< 
that hee iiath not now lefle regard and iea 
loufie for the body,then he bad then for th< 
(hadow. 

And wheras fome fay:VVhat,It is a houfe, 
.though it be a down gate thing, although it 
want roofe,and walks, and though it warn 
this and that. Many fuch fongs the babes n 
the cradle heare, to rock them afleep. Bui 
by their own words I will iudge them. F01 
fuppofe that fome noble man minding to 
build a houfe, he hireth workmen and many 
fervants :part of their wages he payes,for the 
reft he appoints due order , and makes with 
his workmen ftraight covenant in all things, 
haftening the work. Since he goeth into an 
othcf country , and returneth fiue and t wen- 
tyyearcs after; ifhcc thcu fifld bis houfe 



iialfe unbuildcd , and the timber wkich is 
laid rotten for default of coucring in due 
time , and likewife the morcer crumbled a~ 
way,& the ftones fome falle & fom ready to 
fall:the work me take their wages & fpend ic 
at the alehoufes & taverns, eating, drinking, 
& playing whe they fliould beat work; will 
Hot that Noble man at his cpmming caft in 
prifon thofc workmen and fcrvants,and giuc 
his fteward alfo a great rebuke, & put out his 
houfe to other workme: And yet thefe chief 
builders of whom I haue fpoken , many of 
them^ye'a mod of them haue confeited, and 
do confeife until! this day , that many things 
are amiffe in the Church , and yet wee mull 
be content and btare them. And indeed art 
there many things wanting and miffing tq 
the finifhing ofthe Lords houfe, & can they 
fit ftill,and eate and drinke , and not buckle! 
themfelues to their bufinefle: Or may the? 
lords work aboue other things fuffer delay* 
& wayt our leifure? Or are they the Lords 
remembrancers > which can giue him reft, 3$ 
themfelues alfo j before they fee Ierufalemj 
the praife of the world*redeemed and reedi* 
fied from the ruine thereof *Efaij6i, 7. Can 
they fo long time ufe the tabernacles of 
their houfes hanged & decked with Arras 
and Tapeftrie , and fare delicioufly every 
day: Can they, 10 long goe to their palet and 
bed, and fuffer their eyes to (lumber and 
deep, before they haue found out a place for 
the Scepter of Chrift,his lawful government:, 
gnd made ready a Throne for him to & *t4* 
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rule, and tread Antichrift under foot? Thtt 

is counted but a fmall want,0 deep fecurity * 

This we muft beare : & are content fo to doe 

as long as the Lord hath made any promifc 

Co bcarc with wickedacs. fiut heeis merci- 

full,and long fuffering: but fo,as he vyill oof 

hold thefinner innocent. And if he t pake by 

his Prophet, faying, that the Sabbotbs and fin 

lemnefcafff oi the Iews( which notwithftaa* 

ding were after his law ) were, a her dm ffirf* 

him % dudhe V>4S Jteary to beare them 1 How 

.think we is he weary to beare fo many Sab* 

f>oths,vvhich he neuer made, fo many cere* 

Atonies & other devifes and ftrange Church 

government , which never entred into his 

*nind:whether are thefe things a burde or no 

unto him think we? Yeafuch a burdc,that as 

he hath fpoken concerning them, fo hath he 

concerning usalfo: Jh, TmUeafmeofmint 

fidberfiriesiEfi, .1^4. Yea he muft needs tcourc 

ourdrofle. For indeed our fjhrcr is become 

idroffc, and our wine is mixt with water, far 

other wife then it vvas among them. But 

chey fay, we muft beare now , for the time 

is paft, when the matters of reforming the 

Churches were chiefly handled^andvvemuft 

tarry untill a fit time come againe, Indeede 

there was a time carelefly flipped at the be* 

ginning, when the yron was hot , but the 

workmen were lafie,and negle&ed to frame 

and fafhion the work before the yron was 

cold. What gracious liberty might not ha&e 

been obteined,if they, of who I hauefpoke, 

had been as carcfull & forrovf uJl for thefe

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fhings,as tybemiab, who failed and prayed 
certain daycs and mourned fo much becaufc 
the wall of lerufalem was not yetbuilded* 
v that the King could eafely difcerne his forovy 
by his countenance, & was moued with com* 
©affion, to bid him aflce what he would haue* 
before IMbmiab durtt mention his fute vnto 
him. And there is no doubt, but like forowe 
and care (hould haue found like compaffioa 
to haue bin refreshed with, and no lefle 
furtherance to euerie godlie entcrprife, For 
the Lord would furelic haue don it, who 
hath the hartes of Kings and Princes in hi» 
hand . And as we haue heard, there wanted 
not fome gracious offer concerning theft 
things. But the Lord lay not to our charge, 
that which is paft Jf occafion offered by turn, 
be not taken, our care, feare, and griefe in 
repenting, ought to be the greater, and out 
indeuour the more vehement torecbuer out 
lo/Tes.Seek the Lord then, why le he may be 
found. Labour better then bcfbre,disburdci* 
you of all offices or liuings, which hang oiy 
& prefie down,to hinder you in the worke* 
Heb.ii. x.Giueglorte to God and his ( on 
Ch. Icfus, by fetting vp his roiall throne a- 
mog vi, which is that you call Church govern* 
went w cb many thouflind tongues haue con- 
feffed and com play ned to be wanting. Once 
again*, remember I fay the Lords deJiue- 
rance,ho w he faued vs as he did Iff sell from 
(Pbardo in the red Sea* Let vs fing as Mo/is 
didattbefhoare:£fcixftz? God, and I mil 
prepare htm * Tdtrmk* Ex*d % iy. z. There- 
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force are we efcaped the drowning,that we 
fliould make the Lord a Tabernacle. Let vs 
not onely premife it in finging or fayi»jj,but 
performe our vowes vnto the Lord, whjd| 
wee made in the day of onr diftrefle: and let 
f his Tabernacle bee lo made , that being 
yiewediirthe end by our Moyfis % Ohrift Icjht 
theworkcand the workemen, may receiue 
ableffing. This let vs doe, and goe on, and 
profper, and Hue in the Lord: if not, Ice vs 
fee furc, the confumption and plague deter- 
mined , (hall oucrfpred and ouerwhelme vs 
by Gods righteous ipd^ment who hath ven* 
geance readie for all difobedience. % Cor . i o* 

Thushaue I fhewed, how efpeciallic the 
Clergie tnue acquired themfelues in the 
flay of the Lords voicing ot vs, if it had not 
been hidden from our eyes. 

And now concerning the reft of the 
people ( I mean thofe which had fome 
knowledge and zeaie ) thevalfo haue been 
Well agreed with their guides in their negli- 
gence. For they hauing once obtained a 
feru ice in the Enslifli tongue thought it fa 
greatji matter, that they might lawfully b« 
holden excufed though they fought no fur- 
ther : and hauing gotten a ftadoyv* where-, 
in they might coole them felues in the heatf 
of the day, and reft a litle from their vveari- 
lies: They hauegiuen themfelues to eating, 
drinking, and fleepinj? vnder that fhadow, 
and forget the reft of their iournie, untill 
darfy night come wherein no man can v>al\e m

And they haue feen that rest is good, and 
that the lande ispleajant ', therefore they haue 
bowed their fhoulder to beare, and haue 
bene fubfeft vnto that yoke, which is con* 
trarie to that libertle wherein Chrift bath fit hs 
free.Gal.$a* Euen fo it is certaine. For the 
pleafures of this world haue ftolen away the 
Jiarts of many, and haue caufed zeale and re* 
ligioufoes to be frofen vp: (b true is it that 
ine cay not ftrue both God and Afammon, btk 
eyther he muft hue the one and hate the othef£ 
*r at the leaft in leaning to the one%he muft neg~ 
left and dejpift the other. Im\. 16,13. For th$ 
people of England^ I meane thofe which ey- 
ther at that time, or fince, haue felte fome 
motions of Gods fpirit vnto godlines: the 
moft part of them, I fay, vvhiles they haue 
applied them felues to eat? and drink large- 
ly* as in the daies of reft, to buy and tell 
and to fmile merelie vpori gaine coroming 
in, and Co welcome it with giuing it thd

But we ojght to haue taken heede of all 
fuch worldly things,efpecially yntill we had 

farther fipirficd our wcrkc and Ubosr in the 
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lord : herein folowing the example of thofe 
men,which dcerre their euentide meale, vn* 
till they haue ended their worke , though 
in fuchtime of the yeare, as part of cht 
ilight do ©uertake them. For their experience 
doth teach them, that whileft their hand 10 
now in worke, it is not greatly grie-» 
nous, though they abide forac wearincfie . 
and cold: But when they haue with eating 
and drinking been fatLfied, aud haue batted 
themfelues well by a good fire, then it is 
death to goe to worke againc/but forchwith 
the feeling of thateafe craueth more, vnto 
the time of fleape. Therefore ought wee t* 
Jxauc holdcn eafe and worldly commodities, 
cuen at the fwordes point* as enemies to 
thofe which fight the Lords battels, by dc j 
inying them felues and all things, and taking 
vp the croflc,and alfe as cloggs and weights 
to them which haue a race torunnc,exceptr 
that they were vfed, as though they vvertf 
fiot vfed, and let paflc as ftrangers, not en « 
tcrtayiied,and welcomed as beloued friends* 
Yet notwithstanding this people haue 
in the middeft of their carelefnes, an an- 
fwere ready as good as an apcrnc offigge* 
leaues. For (ay tney,vvemuft abydea tuna 
and the time is not yet come, and they are - 
not afhamed to call it, the Lords leyfure , 
which is their own leifure , feeing the Lord 
hath complained along while fince, as be- 
ing wearie of their lafineffe, faying; how 
long will it be yer this people will goe vp* 
fisxi concerning not being yet t»c>tf\fc ?t<v* 
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Kingdom, wherein the throne of Chrift is of£ 
ly exalted » and the throne of Anuchrift i* 
laid for his footftoolc. 

And untill you fee this thing brought to 
|>afie,0 yeet>eople,and fee your felues alfo 
the living (tones of this living building .• 
mourn and lament bitterly, fait and pray, 
bid farewell to pleafures, and to the day of 
mirth . Let the Sride-groome come out of Bit 
€hamberjmd the bride out of her cloJH. Weep 
upon your fairefieIedhoufes,your enlarged 
failures and fieldes , your fweet gardens, 
jpleafant arbours and bowling allies. Know 
your felues to be in more grievous bondage 
offoule, by being holdeo from Chrift his 
true government, then the people of Ifracll 
were in bondage of their bodies jWhen they 
walking forth by the rivers of Babel, could 
sot be refrefh ed from their woe,but they fit* 
doHm and Tbept rvhm they remembred Syon . It 
Was not the pieafant walking by the river* 
of watersithat could entice them to be mpr« 
rv, and forget their country from which 
tncy had now long rime been abfent .Seven- 
ty yeares could not c grange them,nor wean* 
them from the remembrance of Jury and It* 
rujalem,2nd Mount Syon : not fo much be- 
caufe there was their dwelling, as becaufe 
they dwelt there together wnh the Lord, 
I giving there outward tokens of his pretence. 

Therefore they vowed and wifhed hard 
things unto themfeluesjif they preferred not 
lerujul? before all ioy: or ifthcyjhould beiqy* 
full be f on they jhouh fit Itrufikw full deku- 

rmcu 
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tance* Thus fhouldit fare with us. And even 
*s a woman which full dearly hath loucd hec 
hufband being now dead , can cake no pica- 
fure ic beholding his garment, which re* 
nues the remembracc 01 her lofle,& incrcaics 
her woe and griefc: So ihould houfcs^elds^ 
pafturcs, plealaot gardnes, orchards, filuer* 
yea wile and children, and whatfoeuer elfc 
of outward things: wee (hould enioy 
them, and loolce vpon them, (hakirtg the 
heaci, with wailing and wrinking the hands* 
cry ing, alas for our hufband Chrift Iefus, 
which hath left vs all chefe good things, and 
he is not with vs; But our urines hnpe caufed 
him to depart afide, faying he hath bene f<* 
defpightfullyvfedamongft vs, by cxaltug 
the fword of his encmie, and treadiog his 
fwordvnder foot. 

And left any /hould think me to ouerreach* 
in faying we are in greuoufer bondage then 
Were the levves in fBtMfon, though to fpcake 
of it will be thought of fome:ftraying from 
tny matter, yet I mud regard edifying more 
then any other order. Therefore I demand 
of t hole which haue any eyes to fee whether 
they can behold their foules to bee fold for 
handhilli of Barley, and morfells o£ 
bread, euen for tithe iheaues (whereas if we 
had bene fold for flaues, appointed to bodi- 
ly toyle, wee might haue held our peace) 
For doth not he which hath mony a or the let* 
ter offome great man, or favour by other 
means,get the giftof a Benefice offome Pa- 
cron,aod being presented to thcBifliop,he it 
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J^rifli, there muft they feed upon the rocfefc 
and ftoncs, or elfe ftarue. Will any unmer- 
ciful I man deale fo with his beaft * as to ty* 
him where there grows noone/pircofgrauei 
And releafc can the poore foules haue none* 
vntill there may come new lawes, which 
may bring redrefle and graunt further liber- 
tie, although they neuer come, but iliO 
ftreighter and ftreighter. Eucnasthe Jfrae- 
Ikes were more hardly dealt wich^fter they 
iiad motioned their futc of going into the 
vvilderncs to facrifice and worfliip God as 
hecommaunded. Are not then our foules 
in bondage/ 9 

That I fpeake nothing of our fubic&ion to 
the iurifdittion of that court, which our 
owne confcicncc, and the voyce almoft 
©fall the people in the land , cry out that 
it is popifti and Antichnftian , zcA yet not 
one man among a thoufand hath fpirit and 
courage to withdraw him felie from if, 
uey ther will they know it to beea ficriledge, 
and treafon agamft Chrift, to goe and bow 
before the fcepter of Antichrilt; and flatter 
thefmelucs, faying, that Chrift rules in their 
harts invvardlic, and they ferue him inward* 
lie, and outwardly they ferue that idoll. 
Which the Deuill hath fet vp, worfe farre a- 
way then the idoll which Nebuchadnezzar. 
fet vpin the plaine of Dura. 

But the people fay, if the Mafle and iraa* 
ges come againe, they will rather die , thea 
they will receyue thofe. Will you fight the 

JiWU baucU^s ? and will you* ncedes chufc

your owne ftanding.Muft not the Souldioura 
fight with that band and wing of the ene- 
mies, whereunto their Captaina appoints 
them? But O foolifti and blind men. For, 
Whither is greater wickednes: The raafle and 
images, or that rule and power, which hath 
authorifed, and ettabliflied the Maffe and 
images; Whither is greater, the apple, of 
the tree which bringeth forth the applciFor 
the Made and images^nd all other wicked 
ceremonies > were but apples of this curfed 
and bitter tree of popifh gouernement . And 
although we haue cut of a few twigges, 
which bare fome kinde of apples, yet the tree 
remaines and the root hath yet very deepg, 
hold in thegrounde, audit bringeth foorth 
other curfed crabbes, to fet ouer teeth ont 
edge with all* And though thct)cuill would 
beare vs in hand* that they vvereas good ap- 
ples, and fet as great a f raife on them, as hp 
did on the apple* vvhicn he feoffti?*? with; 
Yet in earing thereof, the Lord flhall proue 
ourdifobedience. 

Thefc abominations w ch I haue (poken of, 
and many more which I haue not named,dc* 
dare whether our bondage , or the Utabyb* 
mm bondage of the Icwcs , were more grie- 
vous and dangerous And if they banged up 
their bar f>s upon tbe "billow trees. {Pjal.itf.i. 
Whether haue wee caufe to fet apart Luta 
and Cithern* Viols, Shalmes, Cornets, Sack- 
buts and Dulcimers , and all the ioftruments 
of Mufick with dauafing and mirth ; and to 
fing the fong of dplefotacfle^ec us wde out 
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hearts and not our garments. Let us no more 
fie down to eate drink,and rife again to play* 
but let us eat the bread of adverfity * and 
drink the water of iffli&ion ; and pray con- 
tinually fo, that in praying , our bitter com- 
plaints may afcend up to the Lord, and nay 
rightly fpeak with like affe&ion as did th* 
the pore baniftied Iewes faying , Behold at 
the eyes of the Servants holy unto their maflrrs, 
etna the eyes of a maiden to the band of ber mi* 
ftrejfttfi our eyes wait upon the Lord our God, 
until! he haue mercy upon us, Mate mercy upon 
#s, Lord, haue mercy upou ua , for Jbec bane 
fujfered to much contempt. ffal. 123 * Yea if wef 
had any grace to take to heart the reproches 
of the Papifts mocking our patched fcrrice, 
& fcorniug us,as not able to build our houft 
of religion, without borrowing moft of our 
ftoncs and timber from them : And caft in 
our teeth,VVhere do you tell your Church, 
Or whence haue you any inrifdi&ion or 
Church government , but from him vyhont 
you fcorne in words,namely thcPope^ (As 
indeed it is in every mans mouth to cry, fy 
on the Pope: and yet we bow the knee be- 
fore him by fubmiffion to his Court. Ther« 
fore are we mocked of the Papifts, ("as our 
finnes haue deferved .) This fpiriruall cvill I 
fay, if our dull harts could feele: vvc might 
ad alfo with thofe careful lews: Our fotUe it 
filed too full of the mocfyngs of the wealthy and 
the dejpigbt of the proud. For it is a rime of 
reproch,& our fhame lieth open in the eyes 
ot all nations (if vvc could difecrne it)wbite 
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Neither temple is builded, wherein we may 
worfhip the Lord aright , neither the citty 
«wall,wherby the heathen might be kept our* 
that they no more come into the Lords herw 
tagc^to defile his holy Temple , and to make 
Ierufalem an heape of ftones,2y3/.7$. 1 .Now 
therefore although wee at the beginning 
haue not 'done as faithful) iBdhid did , ta 
fweare and Vow unto tike L6rd, concerning hi* 
acceptable worke firiifliing with allpoffir 
ble fpeed : tet us ytt at the length hear?

And hauing found the caufe,let 
vs repent and redreffe that is amiflc , and 
Jhengthen our feeble facet of making ftraigbt 
fltjfpes to our feet, leajk that which is baiting, 
he turned out of the way. Heb, it. 13* Let 
vs recouer the right path, from the which 
we haue wandred wide, and gyrd vp our 
f owes, that wee may with more courage and 
fwiftnes walke therein,then before we haue 
done in our wrong andfalfeway. 

And fome there be which haue atteyned 
vnto this knowledge, that the kingdom of 
Godcommetb toothy gbfiruation, and wayting 
and fuing,here and thereof is neere >nto vj t 
euen Jtitbm us: Lt^.iy.ao.and no more is to 
be required, but that we remoue our felues 
from evill, and worftiip God according to 
his word,chufing rather to fuffer the crofle, 
thentodeny Chriftby flauifh giuing ouer 
of that authoritie and libejrtie, which he 
hath given vnto his people. Some I fay, haue 
ittayned to thiskqowledge,yet notwithftan-i 
ding they haue bene difmayed and offended 
beholding the wayward footftepes of diuers 
which haue gone before, euen in the righc 
fath though not with fteadie fooce, buc 

hauq 
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haue flipped, halted, and falnc in the way 
by committing fome thing which haue d\t*> 
plcafed the Lord, as fometime in the chiefs 
Citiein England,thcrc were many w cfc with- 
drew from this fpirituall bondage. But fome 
onely making confcicnce at the Cap and 
Surplefle,and kneeling, at the communion, 
and therein flood all their religon. Some 
entring that way, defpifed all other, but: 
pitied them not in the bowelles of compaf* 
Jion, that they might be brought vnto the 
trueth, but were proud in their owne con* 
ceyte. Moft of them alfo ignoraunt how 
they fhould come to the end, or yet to the 
midftofthe way, which they had cntred, 
neither being humble in feeking out the 
fame, but thinking rather that they knew alt 
things. Therefore when they were tried and 
weighed , many were found too light , and 
their mifcarrying of the Lords Arke, and 
the iudgment which fell upon fome of them, 
as fore as did upon fzg*, difcouraged ma* 
ny, and weakned their hands. So by their 
untowardnefie they caufed the favour of the 
Lords worke to ftinkc in the noftrils of the 
people. 

And of late another attempt hath been 
given that way by one, of whom I muft 
needs fay, that the Lord ufed him as a means 
Co bring the truth to lighten many points co» 
cerning the true go vernment of the Church- 
who, I wifh for the glory of God if it had 
been his good pleafure, that he had flood in 
integrity , without iwaiving and leaning 
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to Antichriftian pride and bittemefli. Ao4 
for me to make mention thercof,raay feeme 
very hard,which am pot fo able therein to 
fane my felfe from the reprocb of many 
tongues, as I am tocleare my felfe of deser- 
ving the fame. Yet not withstanding a wound 
being made in the brpthrens mindes, I hauc 
thought it my duty rather to labour xm hcalc 
jt,thcn to fain? my felfe not to fee it, 

True it is at all times, that iniquity prcUi- 
UngyCAufetb the hue of many to 4batc.Mat.x4. 
I % . For every iniquity committed, efpectaU 
ly in thofe enterprises, which bearc thc[chie* 
left (hewof holineffp before the Lord , ap4 
draw neereft his work, procure a more grit* 
yous and foeedy iudgcmcnt, to c*ufe a la* 
meotable iuccefle therein. For as I haue al- 
ledged, The ieahm God Ml bee finttified of 
tbofi Ttbich come neere him> Le vit. 10.3. And 
he wil cauie his iudgement to begin tte* at bis 
§Vm boufi. i.Pct.4,17' This iudgement be* 
jng beholden,caufet{i fcare,and daunteth the 
courage of many which had begun to ftcp 
in the way* Even a$ if two men riding thro- 
to w a water, the former flip into Tome groop 
and pcrifh,thc other had rather turne backe 
and loofe his iourney , then goe forward* 
though there be fpace enough to go by and 
avbyd that danger: at the leaft with f carc *S 
trembling he feeketh out his way. And no 
snaryell it is, though the beholding of fuch 
iudgement becaufe of iniquity prevailing, 
cooleth greatly the heat of loue,and dulleth 
$h? edge of courage for 4 time, for even 

valiarjc 
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?>aliant lojhua thereby was ftrucken fuIMbret 
or he rent his cfothcs and fell to the earth 
at the cvill lucccfle in the battel 1 at jff,znd 
fie cried, .Alq Lord God, Wherefore baft 
%hou brought this people over lor den, to deliver 
m into the bands offbe jfmorites, and to dt- 
/hoy us: Would God wee bad beene content t* 
dwell on tbe other fide I or den. Ob Lord, What 
jhallljay When, lfiael turne their bac\s before 
their enemies i Thus he feemed to repent hi* 
fomming ovpr lorden, $s though that ior r 
tiey had not bepnc taken in hand in the 
£ord,and by him furthered, and the furthe* 
TiUice thereof confirmed and honoured by 
a great miracle of the Lords mighty hand* 

Put the lord raifed him up «l«4 t0 'd him. 
that iniquity committed in lfiael had 
jcaufed the reproach of that unfpeedy day* 
lofi.j. 

AJfo Mron y Eka^ar , and Itbamarwtrt 
fo dafeled with the judgement which fell 
*pn tydab and jfbihu , that they did not 
eate of the Goate in the holy place, as they 
fhouldhauedbnes£il>j!t.!o.i9. 

Mo/is yvas fo grieved at the cvill fiiccefl^ 
Of the children or lfiael , not being able to 
c-orne to their reft becaufe of their iniquitie, 
% hat he chofc rather to. bee ra/ld out of the . 
books a ftifi> t ' lcn l <> heare aqd fee that re- 
proach which fhopld come unto that peole, 
pncl the name of God. Exod. 3 1 . j 1 . Iercmi- 
ah wifrVecl that he had never been borne, be- 
£ aufe lfiael in deed of a blefling had rewar- 
MftiUunto their qWncfoules. 
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Ifykcea when the children Aroue in hcf 
worabe, thought it had been better not to 
fcaue conceived. Gen.tf.ti. And <D*y>id 
when he few the death of Vzgab , brought 
not home the Arke at that time , but feared 
and lamented, faying: WoTtJhaUtbe jfrl^e of 
Cod come unto nut: Great feare came on the 
Church of lerufakmjx the terrible iudgemet 
of Amnio* and Stpbira, jfS. s . Moft pf thefc 
haue been partly afraid and difcouraged , as 
though their cnterprife and workc, which 
Was of the Lord , hadiri it felfe obtained 
that hard h a ppe , and unprofperous event, 
Which proceeded of fome other erillcom* 
mingin by the way. But as lofua, when he 
had found out the fault , anc^pprged it, rc„ 
Dewed battel! againe , and faw the mighty 
power , and great falvation of the Lord for 
them , with comfort and gladnefle : and aj 
£>aVMwhcn he alfo had efpied the fault and 
xfdreflcd unrenewed his indevor,$ brought 
home the Ark with more ioy & cheerfulnes; 
aadastbeDjfciplesof/in^&mceafed not 
from giuing almes, but their feare tended tQ 
this that they Should doC i% with more fin* 
glcncffc of heart: So let not us bee offended* 
and ftumble at the (in of any man, to giue o- 
ver our *eale and loue vnto the Lords caufe* 
the truth whereof his word hath coqfirmed 
unto us. But rather let \i$ fearch out, where 
the iniquity is , & let the offender beare his 
fliarae & rebuke, how excellent a pcrfonage 
foever he hath been, for turning the truth of 
>Ge4wtQ a lj:wad If c the Lordtpus his glory,

t*>ho is dlwayes found true , Jnhen e>ety man a 
found a liar, jfnd his trueth abounds the morc B 
through the iye of man unto his glory. Roman. 

The children of JJrael which came out of 
JSgipt to go into the land of Canaari^could noc 
attaine thither, but their carkafes fell in the 
wildernefle ; Might one haue faid therefore, 
that they came not out by the Lords com-* 
mandement and his conduft* Yes, and grea- 
ter was the glory of G O D , who was not 
hindered from performing his promifc by 
the unbelcefe of that people ; but their uiw 
beleefe made his faithiulneffe more ap* 
peare. And their unrighteoufneffe commen* 
Jed the Lords rhhteoufhejji , Rom. 3. U 
which recompensed them their foil ddferr* 
and yet raifed up a better generation , to en- 
ter into his rcfting place. So will the Lor J 
evermore make his caufe to ftand , though 
they which handle it amiflc, (hall fall before . 
it in the way. And as for men of great credit 
and eftimation , the Lord oftentimes will 
make their weakncfTc and vanity to appeare, 
that no glory might bee transferred from 
himfelfe to mortall meo,and that we fhould 
never malgflejh and blond ourarme , neythet 
truft in man , m fthofe noftrels is breath: for 
what U he to be eftemedi Ela.i. ix. Salomon 
the glory of the Kings of the earth, cal- 
led alfo the Lords beloued, t. Sam. 11. *!• 
a fpeftacle for wifedome : whom the Lord 
ufed alfo for a fpeciall inftrument unto 
many things ; yet did not hec perfeuere 
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in wMaota , but became a foole in etii 
ting.wickfcdfteffe againft the Lord. i J[ 
t.Iehu^ which valiantly wrought the 
Work at the fir ft, turned alfo to Idolatt 
forfooke the LoM. z-Kjng. lo.y t . An 
deon, a worthy inftrument , which the 
thole for his work, made the Bph$d , \ 
ivas an inftrument ofevill. lkdg. 3. 17 

Thefe add many more Examples the 
which teach us , that although wee fe 
fore our eyes never fo many which be 
thefpirU y andendin tbejflefli 9 th*t we con 
hoc their begining, neither feare to enti 
to that way, but rather take heed tha 
Walkc fo faft,and fo fteadily ,aiid fo We] 
sued, that finnc doe not overtake us a 
overthrow us in the way. The evill cxa 
of life fhewed by thofe nations whicl 
called Christian tftit day,makc the favo 
the Go(j>el to ftink before the leU>ts,Tu> 
other Heathen, which refufe therefore 
to fearch what Cbrijlian fyljgion is . Tl 
fore are they ftill holded back from t 
& his kingdom. Like recompence (ha 
reapc.if the untoward example of any 
quench our zeale and care of fcarchin§ 
the Lords caufe, that we ftiould not ta 
in hand « 

But there are not wanting, which unt< 
flow runners about the Lords bufincfle, 
more weight of lead upon their feete , 
bring them into a further fecurity,by afl 
ing them by the example of Fzgajhzt 1 
attempt not any thing ajpout matters ap 

tai 
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ttihiftg to the Church, becaufe they haue 
*o calling. As though that vengeance (he- 
wed upon V%ga, was for taking upon him 2 
wrong calling; and not rather for doing 
that which was no mans calling to do. For 
there was no man in Ifracl which had any 
fuch calling, but if he had driven the Cart* 
and done as Vzga did, it is like he (hould 
haue been fpared as little as V%ga was. And 
{Datidi. Chr0n.if.l3. fpeaking to Sadocfa 
and ^biather i faith not, The Lord bath made 
this breach among** beacufe Vzg* did evilly 
but becaufe V>e (faith he) foughtbhn not m 
due order. And although he fay alfo, <Becau/& 
youTtcre not here : his meaning is not, that 
they being prefect t fhould haue done that 
Which P%ga did. 

But admit he was punifhed for orer- rea- 
ching his calling ; (as indeed whofocvef 
paffe the bounds of duety, pafle the bounds 
of their calliug alfo in that re/peftj Is it not 
she calling of every Chriftian to remoue 
himfclfe from their communion which wor* 
ihip God vainly, as by the dire&ion of the 
blind and dumbe minifterie, that execrable 
abhomination in Gods fight i and to ioync 
onely where the Lords worfhip is free, and 
not bound or with-holden with the bonds 
of any iurifdi&ion of this world* Ho Vv can 
.they make the kingdom ofGodneere us, and 
mtbinus, Lul^ 17.20. if we cannot by Gods 
afsiftance,makcourfelues members of his 
outward Church & kingdom in this world* 
which oocly hath the prtmifcof bkfting 
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tnd life for evermore. Tfal.131.}* without 
the authority of man,and waiting their lei* 
furefora commaadement thereuoto. And 
whercunto are all Chriftians made l(ings and 
{frkfls f Haue they no calling thereby t# 
feeke the meanes of their falvation? If my fal- 
vacion (hould depend upon the curcefieof a- 
ny in this world * I were in moil mifcrablc 
taking. But therighteoufnefleof God dea* 
leth otherwife : and our falvation depeudeth 
upon that king, vvhofe banner is alwayes 
before us>and he is with us to the end of 
the vvorld. Math. 28. 20. 

But now concerning thofe which are able 
to teach and inftruft in the way of the Lord* 
they mull not meddle without calling (fay 
thev.) although there be no calling fuffered 
and allowed of in a Realm or Dominion,but 
that which they cqnfeffe to be vtterly un« 
lawfull* So mull the flock of Chrift tary and 
be ftarved , whileft wee waite for that* 
which they can not direft us where to hauc 
or how it (hould be. 

It mult be , fay they, by divers true Mioi- 
ftcrs calling and allowing him ; and fo heo 
mult be ordained; but how many of the Mi- 
nifiers in the Realme of England due be feen 
in this doing* If faith cannot be begotten frith* 
out a (P>eacber,4Hda Preacher cannot befrithont 
Ub full fending: Rom. 1 0.1 3 . and this be the 
onely vvay : why f uffcr they the people to 
be deprived £ Why are thev afraid and afha- 
medofthe Gofpell of Chrifl? Why rather 

do they not abide perfection? £ut the law* 

fuU 
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full calling and fending of the Minifters* - 
whicji is the oncly m canes to make them 
haue fruitfull wombes to* beget v faithfull 
children,and fruitfull breads to nurce the 
fame : alio due goyernment, which is the 
oncly advancing of Chnft his kingdom, 
and the cutting fhorc of iinne and vvicked- 
neffe. Alfo our Chriftian liberty to yyorfhip 
God with free confcience, according to his 
word : and our comfortable ioyning in the 
true/elowfriip&cdmumon of Sain cs. And to 
conclude, the meanejs of our falvation mud 
be kept from us ,iintill a ciuill law fend thprn 
to us , though there be never fo long delay: 
as though they were not fenc from heaven 
and offered to all that will receiuethem. VV« 
can defie the Papifts!do6trine,for making part 
of our falvation to hat? g u pon our owne de- 
ferts ; but we cannot tafte the bit t erne (Te 
of the root of this- do£trine 3 that the buil- 
ding of Gods kingdom for the meaneand 
furtherance of our falvation muft depend 
upon civill power, and Chnft Iefus,YVith all 
things pertaining unto him, are made under- 
lings thereunto ,and caufed to dance atten- 
dance upon it. Thofe which walk after this 
do&rine,and teach menfo , doebreake not 
one of the leaft,but one of the greateit com- 
mandement^teaching men foiand therefore 
flial be counted Jeaft ia the kingdom of God, 
if they do not repent. 

And againe, concerniag this calling * 
vvhich mult needs be done by divers Mini- 
Iters which will not do it. But admit the* 
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wouldjfrotri whence haue they their callii 
fending, and authorise, fuch as pertaim 
to a Minifter? Had they it not from rh 
which fit in the chay re of Antichhit: Y< 
how many are in all Chriftcndom, whi 
haue bene fo rightly ordeyned*but that th 
ordination haue come from the popifh P: 
lacie, with in three or foure generations 
thereoft? Now if a man cake a griffe oi 
fowr fruit & plant it,& then take a griffe 
that new planted, and plant that: and take 
that againe and plant it the third time, a 
fb continew vnto the hundretb time: wiJ 
loofe the fowrenes, and gather fvveetne; 
No more can an vnlawfull calling bri 
foorth a lawfull, though it defcend from c 
to another an hundered or a thoufand tim 
Therefore except they can approue t 
lawfulnefle of their calling to the mifiifte 
ynder fome other title then that vvhich tfc 
no'vt haue by that Clergie: it will fall 01 
that there (hall hardly be found a Mini! 
duly called in all the world , and alfo tl 
there is fmall hope that ever there (hall I 
any. But whatfoever burthen they lay up 
us, I lay no more upon them, but that tr 
hauing the approuing and confent of th 
fiockc, doe the works of a Minifter, name 
that thtyfeede their flocfy wherof theholy gh 
bath made them ouerfeers, if they make t 
them felues vnworthie, and that they t>e 
baclg from them nothing that it profitable . A 
ao . 20. So th«i they muft not keepe bac 
not fuffcr te be kept feackc ( they ttandi 

i 
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ftill ) their libcrtic and authoritie,which the 
Church fhould haue,& the true worftiip of 
God in all points fafe & found^thc fcepter of 
the gouernment of Chrift born vpright, and 
haumg due honour , remoumg themielucs 
and their flockes, as leail from all open ab« 
homlnation in life and religion, whereby 
reproch fhould redound to the name of 
God. 

Thefethinges if they doe,and wbatfocuer 
elfe appertained to a miniilers duetie: their 
worke Hiall commend them i and teftifie 
their calling, andjhall beinflead of an Epi/Ht 
or rather a licence Jbrtteen in their otoUe %arts: 
\>nderftoodalfoandreaiofall men* 2»Cor.j. 
%. Our Sauiour Chrift being demaunded 
frhither he Tvere the /bit Sauiour or theyjhould 
lvo\efor an other. Mac. 11. 3. did not anf- 
were that he was fenc a Sauiour, but faid* 
Tel lohn what you haue h°ard and ftne; The 
blind fee, the lame walfa the lepers are clmfid. 
the deafe beare, the dead are raifid Vp, and the 
foorereceiue the Gojhell. As if he fhould haue 
faid: I doe the worlces of thcSauiour,which 
the Prophets, bearc witnes of, that he 
fhould doe : Therefore I am the tent Saui- 
our. Asnamelv'7/2w£ witneffeth Efii. 61* 
faying: He hathfmt me that 1 flioutd preach the 
GoftUto thepoore^ and that 1 jhould hsale the 
brokenharted&c. And our Sauiour Chrift 
witneffeth in an other place, faying.'Mw. 5. 
$ , I haue greater witneffe then the witnejje of 
John: For the Tborhes Tbhich the father hath 
ffuen me to doe, thoji tefiifie of me, that the 

p X Itata 
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lather hath fent me. Therfore vvhofoeyer de 
the vvoikc of Minifters , and haue noc 
knovvnc the deepnejfe of Sathan , nor yet 
the curfcd learning of Aatichrift, 1 iudgt 
none other burthen to be put upon them, but 
that they holdfast the doctrine ofCbrift untill 
bis comming. And their vvorkc (hall de- 
clare their calling , and fcale it before alt 
men. Otherwife the anfwer of our Savi- 
our Chrift to them which came from John, 
and the proofe of his calling, fhould not be 
forceable. 

And moreover, whereas they tic the 
Ordination of every miniftc^as it were, unto 
the girdle of other minifters,that of ncccflity 
. it mud at all times depend and ftay upon 
them : that is to lay a greater bondage upon 
the Churches then they are able to bearc* 
For admit there be onely one Church in a 
nation, and they want a Paftor: muft they 
feek overfea & land to get a minifter ordai- 
ned by other minifters ? But what if there 
fhould be but only oneapparant to us in the 
world: fhal that church for ever be deprived 
after they haue once wanted a minifter, for 
default of authority to cal & ordain another? 
By this reafon every church fhould not bee 
perfect in itVelf,nor haue in it felfe means & 
power to continue by that meafure of lines 
which the Lord hath measured out unto it # 
And is it not a dishonour to Chrift Icfus the 
head of every congregation which is the bo- 
dy: to fay that his body together with the 
head,is not able to be fuftawed and prefer* 

ved

Vtdin it felfe.Moreover,I demand what cal- 
ling the difperfed difciples of rhe church of 
Jemfilem had, that they did preach & teach 
the Gofpell as they went* were they all or* 
darned mini(lers,by whofc meanes it is faid, 
that many did beieeue,& that the Lord Bvtf with 
them} Mi. 1 x .2 1 . And thofe whom they did 
beget & bring forth as new borne children 
to God through the Gofpell of his Sen; did 
they want authority to feed them and giue 
them fuck being fo brought forth ? Which 
if they might do,then came thejr very nccre 
to the work of the Pallor , which hath his 
name oi feeding. And was not ontly charity a 
calling to theie men , who meeting with fuch 
as they found worthy, over-flipped not that 
occafionof doing (b great good? If the &*«• 
nwitmbe commended for doing the part of 
a neighbour unto him which tell among 
theeues & was wounded,becaufe he had co- 

Safeion on him, tooke him up , and wafhed 
is wounds, and in all things provided fof 
the fafety of his life, Lu\. 10. why fliould 
they be reproved,as pafsing the bounds of 
their calling, who meeting wirh foulet 
wounded by the fword of Antichriftian rob- 
bers ,or any way hound by Satan with the 
ehaines of ignorance: (hall helpe to loofe 
them,&mollifie their wounds with the oyle 
of Gods truth ,& bellow upon th£ what fpi- 
ritual! gift they arc able, to refrefh thcm,and 
faue the life of their foules? yea if they do it 
aot,they (hall be found mercileife^ like to 
faile of mercy in the rjme of their need. 
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In all this I deny not but chac there is u 
of otfccr Minifters, when they may bee ha< 
formutuall helpein trying and examinio 
and allowing thofc whom they find meet< 
that by their judgement the other Church* 
may fo much the more be confirmed, 

Thus haue I palled the bounds of the to 
fomewhat in this difcourfe , I confeffe. Bi 
I crruc pardon of the reader. Fot not witt 
out due occafion haue { been led thereuntc 
And now at length I come to fpeake of 2)* 
Vidsioy, which I thought to haue done Ion 
erenow- 

And firft of al,thcrcin W* efpv the footftep 
of that faith vvhereby the author to the Ht 
foetoes witneflcth fo many excellent pra&ift 
to haue been atchieved, which is the groun 
of things which ate hoped far,& the evidfc 
of* things which are not feene. He6.ii. Fo 
hereby gliWdefpifed all the glorious thing 
vvith vifible (hew , which belonged to W 
Royall kingdom , and did bid them giu 
place , in comparifon of the unfpeakeabl 
treafureof Gods favour, and all thegoo< 
with flow from thence s which hec fa w no 
but by the eyes of faith , and pofleffed onelj 
by the title of that evidence, which is con 
cerning things not feene but hoped for , ye 
herein he ioyed fully. 

The multitude fay : Who Vrillcauft tu to fit 
£**//• Pfalm . 4, 6. They know what thej 
fee here, but they know not what the} 
/hall haue. But the faithful! fay; Lerdlifi 
WP tfo tjgbt of thy winttimci upon us f and ft 

tbik 
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9hou fhalt glue ta-more ioy of heart, then the 
people haue of their abound&nt harVefl and Vine* 
tsgcv.j. They know not, or atleaft will 
not acknowledge for their own the things 
of this world. But thofc things which out 
gf Gods countenance turned towards them, 
they do cocciuc,they know for their own, & 
they declare that they feck an induring citty # 
So then euen as David by faith hath over* 
quelled the Lion and the Beare, and by faith 
had enterprifed to fighc with Goliah, & had 
prevailed: fo by faith he obteincd the brin- 
ging home of the Ark . And though he fee* 
tned at the firft to be difappointed^and wal- 
ked on his way weeping, lowing dearefeed 
9fiLi\66. (as did Abraham , whenheefo 
long went without an heire , and at lait was 
commanded ( as it were ) to bury the hope 
Which hee had of the promife in his onely 
faeyre , by appointing him unto the dcathr 
Yet as Abraham did, fo he beleeved in hope 
againfthope. ftWH.4.,18. Therefore in the 
Lords appointed day,he returnes with mirth 
& gladnes , bringing his fheaues with him, 
whe as by faith he had gottfc accefie to the 
grace wherein hee flood, and reioyced un- 
der the hope of the glory of God , wherein 
he faw a lively image in his holy Ark > with 
an undoubted pledg of loue & favor toward 
him. Thus he failech not of that wherewith 
hee ftrengthned his foule in the time of 
weaknoffe and temptation faying ; Why art 
thou caft down , myfiuk , and why art thou 
fo difiuittcdllrithin wee! wait on G^d for I 

fi 4. fall 
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fall yet fie the time to gmt bim than\esfir tbp- 
krfpe of bis toefince. He is my pre/bit btlpe M 
and my God. pfal. 41 . Thus he waytcd with 
patience, which taught him experience, 
which experience brought forth thcincreafe 
of his hopc,and his hope made him not aflia«r 
med : %pm. 5. a. feeing bee was notdifap- 
pointed of that ne hoped for, but faw the 
greater faluation of the Lord in the day of 
his reieycing, to the further fuftayning of 
his hope, to wayt for greater things alio at 
the Lords hand. So we fee that which I 
hauefpoken, that by faith heentredmtothe 
Lords red, when as the the Lord vouchsafed 
to haue his retting place and holy habitati- 
on with him,& by faith he reioyced in this, 
cftecming it aboue all other caufes of ioy> 
becaufe he looked to thofe inuifiblc ioyes. 
Which hereby were promifed & fealed vnto 
him.And now to apjriy this vnto our felues, 
This alfe is a glafle which we haue not 
drefled our felues by: for verie many can 
fay, Wait, and tame. But whether doe we 
thinke, that they meane, vntill the Lord 
hclpe and further their paynefull indeueur, 
Which is neuer a whit, or vntill they haue 
filled their infatiableand bottomlefle Coffers 
with vncontrouled traffiiklng ; For , where 
is the difquiet and calling down of the Soule* 
Where are the afflictions which the Lord 
(hould remember, as he did {DaniJs;VVhich 
ihould whet the edge of patience , that pa- 
tience might haue her perfed worke, that 
they might be earire wanting nothing, lames 
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1.4. But abou call things, where is faith, 
without the which itisimpojfibleto bkafe God? 
And without the which God will not (hew 
Jiis glory before any people, to their falua- 
cion, but to their confufion : for want of 
which t our Sauiour Chrift wrought not 
thofe miracles in fotne places, which other* 
wife he would haue done ? Where is this 
faith, I fay, when thofe which are the chiefe 
and principall leaders of the people, which 
fhould bearc the Arke vpon their fhoulders 
they fay , and haue taught the people to fay: 
It Is not po/fible it fhould come bomewnd why? 
For not onely the chiefe of the Clr rgie, but 
alfo the cheife which haue the reyns of the 
ciuill regiment, are againft the eltablifhing 
of church goueroment. J demand, whether 
it be from heaien, or from men. If from 
heauen: with God all things are poffible,and 
he will then further his caufe in our hand, 
when wc beleeue. And when it (hall pleafe 
Cod to further his caufe : Jbho can refiji bis 
JW//? ®0W.q. 19. For then eyerie Valkyjhall be 
exaltea^anaeuery Hillfliall be brought loW % for 
the k /lines ofmenjhall be abajed,and the Lord 
GO<D onely Jhall be exalted in that day Efiy, 
2- The rough way (hall bee made plaine. 
This will the teloufie of the Lord of hoftes 

Eerforme, and his owne arme (hall fufteine 
im to doe theworke,if we could beleeue: 
yet wc fay it can not bee, VVhere is that 
faith j whereby our VzthersJubdUed kingdoms, 
wrought righteoufneSy pbtayned the promt/is, 
ft opt the wutbts of lions, quenched the tioknee 
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if the fire, efcapedtheedgeof the /word, of 
freaks Tbere made ftrong , waxed Valiant in bat* 
tell, turned to flight the Armies of the aiiants, 
Hebr. u. 34, Lee us feare for the grievous 
judgments of God which befell the children 
of liracl in the wildernes, which were ready 
so haue encred into the Lords reft; but fud- 
denly through unbeliefe corfceived of the 
evill tidings which the Spies brought, they 
did (hut the doore againft themfelues,2>e«*« 
t . t8 . And what was the matter? The walls 
were fo highland the people fo ftrong. Sue 
the height and ftrcngth of the Lords arme 
Was forgotten, which had been ftretched out 
upon (Pharao and Egtyt unto deftru&oq. But 
upon them unto deliverance. Even (b we, for 
we would faine enter into the Lords Sion, 
a true reformed Church : but foroe body if 
againft it. I know whereof you meanc. A 
hyon is in the way : but Salomon faith, That 
that is but the excuji ofaJluggard.\>TQ.%z. 1 j . 
Thole fpies were evill enough which went 
into Canaan y znd brought home an evill an- 
Aver. But what (hall we fay to thofe fpies, 
which tell an evill anfvver before they will 
ftep one foot out of the doore? We haue 
high walls againft us alfo,and ftrong Prelats, 
yvhofe bodies if they were grown as far out 
of fquare as their pomp and authority is 
grown from the lines of their calling, they 
fhould not be like the, Ahafyns m Canaan : 
but rather like unto the Giant which the Po- 
ets haue fained to haue flood but up to the 

fcaecs m the lea* where it is at the decpeft,Buc 
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far a mean to pluck down this height , and 

Weaken this ftrength,the hand of the Lord is 

forgotten, which was ftretched out, even 

vvithin this generation,upon the high walls 

& fwelling Babylonifh buildings of the Ab- 

bies and moaafteries. Even when there was 

no hope or likelihood of any fuch thing by 

mans reafon. Then came a day from the 

iord, Vpon every high Toftcr, and upon eVerf 

Jirong frail, to make thofe places voyd dens#

ihrike there,an d the Crowes and the Ravens 

gaile there by Gods iuft iudgement, EJay %. 

1 f. There came a day alfe upon all thetrplea- 

Jknt pictures , and all their gallant Images 

whereof they vvere glad to caft fome into 

hoksy to the Monies and Stats , to keepe them 

from the fire, lerf %o. The day of the Lor i 

fame alfo upon the Cedars of Lebanon and the 

Okes of IBaJhan, Verfi^* even the great and 

mighty Cardinals, Abbots , Monkes , and 

Friers, and the reft of the Prelates , which 

bare thefway in the land. Thefe wanted not 

ftrength : for they vvere life bor/es prepared to 

tattle y they Tbere clad with iron habergions, thep 

bad Lyons teeth. They had alfo crownes on their 

heads, and flings in their tatles. Revel. 9. 7. 

For there was not one of them in wbofb 

prefenceto fpeake any thing againft their 

idolatry : but that it was as much as a mans 

life was vvorth. Thefe alfo bath the breath 

of the Lords mouth fent into the bottom- 

lefle fmoking lake,ftom whence tjtcy came. 
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Theft things hath the Lord done for m g 
cuen in our freih remembrance , to beat 
down the hils, and make the way (moot her 
to the refidue of our jorney.He hath opened 
a wide doore unro us: But we being drunken 
with the eafe of this world ,• baue reeled a- 
gaiafi ihe potts chereof ,and fallen backward 
and ly flecping. Let us tike heed Jeail wee 
fleepe fo long,untill the Lord ftiut the doorc 
at naile ir up alfo with an cath in his anger , 
U he haue not done it already. 

Seeing then the Lord hath giuen fuch an 
onlet , doing fo great things tor us , brin- 
ging us thus far on our way out of Egipt: lee 
us tufa heed there be not in ua an elf ill heart and 
unfauhfuflito depart from the living GOD, 
left V>e be deprived.

Moreover, let Qt 
know,that as the walls of Jericho fell down , 
fo alfo by faith the vtzllcs of lerufifon were 
builded up. For I^ehemiah mifdoubted not 
cither the fcwnefle,either.the poverty of tha 
Icwes, either the malice of the enemies, but 
fiept unto the worke in the midft of thofe 
unlikelihoods , for the which their adverfa- 
ries did mock them drylie, faying: What dot 
tbefi Jteat^le&es , Tbill they fortify themfilues* 
Will they make the /tones whole againe, oui 
ffthe heaps ofduft , feeing they are burnti 
Nehemiah. 4. z. And another anfwered r 
Although they build, yet if a Fox goeVp he* 
fiiall even breahg doJPn their Jlony Dp all.

Eeople (hall bee to workc, encouraged 
y faith , fo chat their hands alfo beo 
ftrengthned, and put to the buGneffe, 'hough 
sever fo many Ammonites and jfflidodims 
bee wroth and confpire altogether to 
come againft lerufUm , and to hinder the 
building thereof ,yet (hall God bring (heir 
counfel to nought T^eh.^j.For Godti in the 
midft of it: therefore jhall it not be moved : God 
jhallbelpe it y*ry early J?f2.4.6.<?.6.Thougb tb$ 
natiom rage againft it , and the kingdoms be* 
Ml>td : God Jhall uttvt his Voyce , and tie

Againe concerning tDatids reioycing , fa

then danced , and leaped , and fprang as one 
favifhed,and fully poiiefied with an heaven- 
ly pleafure, and alio taketh refrefhment , at 
it appeareth in this Pfalme, in remembring* 
meditating, and finging of the happinefle of 
chat time, which teacheth us what affeftioit 
we (hold put on in matters pertaining to thd 
Lords glory ,as when his kingdom is builded 
and furthered , when hee is well known a- 
mongft us,and his Name is great as in Ifrael 
and his Tabernacle with us as in Sakmfic hi* 
dwelling as in Sion. Tfil.76* 

We reade offDauid, that when the lordf 
hadgiuen him to fee his fonne Salomon 
placed in the throne of the kingdom, he 
Worftiipcdvponthebed, andfaide: Slejfed 
he the Lord God ofl/rael, Jbbo hath made one 
to fit on my Throne this day 9 cumin my 
Jight.ul{in.\. 

Ths alio was a godly reioyfing, as it is a 
godly and commendable thine in all Kinges 
and Princes, to haue care to lee that matter 
fo well ordered and difpofed in the time of 
their life, as much as in them lie, that the 
people whofe fcfetie the Lord hath com* 
mined to their care and charge, may eniojf 
tontinittftce of peace and weparc after their 

dscuflfi 
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deceafle , that there he no iriba/tdn , nor going 
0ut , nor cryini in ihefireets */*thcir domini- 
ons afterward : (PfaLi^. As alio it is godly 
and commendable to ioy ,* and bleflc God 
when he giucs them to fee with their eyes,the 
hope of a good itay within their kingdoms: 
which is lb far from derogating from their 
honor and renown, that it tendeth greatly to 
the iacreafe and advancement of the fame. For 
S)aVid toke this for an honorable falutatioH 
at his feryants hands ^ when they hid :, God 
maly the name *f Salomon more famous then 
they name, and bis Throne about thy throne. i t 
JQn. 1.4. This I fay, was one ioy of <DaVtds> 
yet not comparable to the othenas appeared 
in that his care to behold this thing was not 
fo vehement > and he was neere to haue over* 
jtlipped too long , the laying of his hand to 
the furtherance thereof, in refpeft of jfdoni* 
abs ouer hafty attempt , and he had need of 
(lining yp by the fute of fBetbfiba > arid the 
advertifement of Tfytban the Prophet. 
Whereas in other butines of bringing home 
the Lords Arke bee needed no fpurres to 
prick him on fore ward. Flefh and bloud 
kindeled not that zeale in him, but the Lord 
had inflamed his hart with the Spirit of loue 
and fire. And this burning affe&ion of loue 
bare he from time to time , unto the Lords 
holy Tabernacle, for his true worth ips fake* 
& his glory therein appearing.; And as it was 
his life to dwell in the Courts of the Lords 
houfe by often frequenting them); fo^yas it 
cucn death and great diftrcuc foriim to bee 
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i Granger from the fame, as appcareth by hit' 
pittiful cotnplaints in the daies of his bani fo- 
ments, as when he faith, M the Hart brayeth 
fir the rivers of mat en fop ant etb myfoule after 
thee GodMyfouk thirjletbfbr God,eVenfir 
the liking Got.

If the Lord haae flirred thee up againfl met p 
iet himfinellthe (aVonr ofaficripce : tut if the 
children of men bane done it,curjedbc they before 
the LordiFor they hauecafi me out this oaf from 
abiding in the inheritance ofibe Lord^fiyhigygo 
/hue other Gods. a. Sam.al.19. 
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i This loue to Gods houfe, had Ring tiezg- 
kiaby who in his fickncfle ( whereof word 
Was brought him that he fhouid dy)Was grie- 
Ved for nothing fo much as this , that hed 
(hpuld no more goeup into the Lords houfe:

. For this caufe were his gravers and teares, 
Asappeareth by the word which came from 
the Lord by the mouth of the Prophet. Thus 
faith the Lord God of 'David thy Father , I 
bane beard thy prayer, andfeen thy teares.l haui 
healed thee, and the third day thou Jhalt got 
up unto the houfe of the Lord.i .

He may not bean 
idle J do 11. His Church and kingdom in 
this world,. is outwatd and vifible , and e* 
ccpt he govern t vifibly, even by his outwar* 
ordinances ; It is vainc for us to fay, Hee rr 
leth in our hearts: and in the church that v 
are ioyned unto,wcfubmit our felues to t' 
ordinances of Antichrift. We fliall foe 
baoifli Chrift from our hearts, if wc hi 
no more care of his glory then fo, but can 

bidetofechisSm&uary prophaned & f 
luted by that Heatheniih ftrangerof ^ 
which not onely fets his foot in there e 
day,butalfo cre&eth there his own Alt; 
incence. For prayers and thankfgiving 
bee meafurcd out and appointed af cc 
faftiipn.

Ac this day amongft us , one of the gree- 
ted lets and ninderances of the Lords wotlf 
£ni/hing,i$ for chat it canot be don Without 
the abating of the loftineffe otmany men 
"which are exalted with out the Lord. As for 
the titles of Gruiom 8cHonerableLprdf,out 
SXhrift taught h» Apoftles that they might 
pot bee amongft them. Therefore & chefe 
'menfo exalted, would Ioue and cate for the 
lords honour more then their own , and 
would willingly giue oyer their inon* 
ftrous livings , and alfo *il their worldly 
pompe, chough they think it were a great 
ihame for them, and that they (honld lecme 
vile before men, (which they ought willing- 
ly to undergo, for his glories fake, 'tohtfkftt- 
Tid the erojfe and defpijia the flume) y et if they 
could (ee it, it would tend to tjieir more 
true dignity. For of all the people in Eng- 
land which waite for a more full appearance 
of God$ glory in his houfe . they fnould bee 
fiad in honor. Where as new contrary- 
Wife they receiue honour oncly of a .few 
{attering feryingmen, within their own 
oufes , which hue by bringing difhes to 
cheir Table,& almoft to all the refid«e of tip 
people of the land their name is in reproch f & 
they arc become a byword and a common 
talke. 

Our Saviour Chrift thought it no fhame 
to abafe himfelfe to wa(h his Djfciples feet? 
Jobn.iy.*;. by that example, and many more 
^caching thole which will follow hirh , than 
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they muft not think much to bee bale an4 
rile, and dishonorable in the fight of men; 
if they wiM look for true honour in the figh* 
ofGOD: The Angell Gabriel, faid unco Z*~ 
tkarias , that his Sonne lobn the Saptifc 
jhould bee great m the Jigbt of the Lord, Lh\.. 
1. 15. '■ 

But what grcatneflc hee had in the fight of 
the woxldjit appeareth, when as bis cloatbmg 
was of Camels haire, find bis mute Tbas Locujft 
and frild bony , The author to xhcHebrelbet 
fpeaketh of fomc Chriftians , which vvcrd 
racked & toould not be deliueredjbat they might 
recetue a better rejkrretfion. Heb.i i ,3 5 . They 
would needs abide torment and flhame, that 
in the Lord they might haue> their oncly re* 
frefhmenc,and their oncly glory . And he b*i 
came their glory , and the lifter up of their 
jiead. . ? 

Our Sauiour Cbrifl who thought k no rob* 
berp, to be equal! J*ith< God , hee yet in his njU 
ture of man became viie, and took* npon hint 
tbejhapeofajirvant. Here turned bis face t* 
fbefhihr: Hee bumbled bimfilfe , eVentothe 
death of the crojfe. Therefore 7»a» gi\>en him a 
name and dignity abo\e all names , that at ha 
name euery T&ee Jhould bob. Philippics* 

But great is the darknefle and un^odlincfl^ 
of there dayes , vvhenthofe which profeflfc 
thetr.felues to bee his Minifters, doe (a order

fooncr tr4cc out the (fcw of all the great* 

£ 4 glory 
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glory, of this world, then of Chriftian pore* 
ijcffc in fpiric by their footfteps. Ana it is 
too mamfeft,that they are overcome with 
the temptation of him which bid: jfll thefi 
glorious things will 1 giut thee , if thou ml$ 
fill doVm and frorjhip mee , Math. 4. 9. For 
they declare how hardly they would abide 
themfelues to bee plucked up by. the roots 
that they might bee planted in a better re- 
itarre&ion,vvhen as they will not fuffer their 
fuperfluous branches to be cut of, which do 
fo overhang & anoy the lanes that the Lords 
paflengcrs cannot ride on their iourney to- 
wards Sion. 

There bee alfo of the Temporally divert, 
which efteeme it too vile a thing , and un- 
fitting for their honour and dignity, to 
come under th? cenfure of the Church, that 
their faults ftiould be looked unto > & they 
Aould he fubie&to the Admonition,Rebuk # 
and Excommunication of the Minifter and 
the Congregation. Therefore they fav ; Lei 
m kres\tbeir binds in (under , snd eajt their 
cords from us. PfaI.2.Sut if they understood 
the great my ftery of the Lord,aod the decree 
Which isfealeduU among ft bis <Difiif>lts;Eh.% 
%6, they (hould weH know, that their re* 
nown and glory is no more impaired by 
bowing and giving due homage to Chrifts 
Scepter^hen the flower & oileof the widow 
viSarept* vvas diminifhed t by giving away 
part of that litle which (he had, unto Bliss* 
(or certainly the great & noble Potentatesof 
ffciiyvorld a if they doe not ctuertaine the 
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JCingdom or Ch rift Iefus , though their samt 
reach the cloudes: yec in truth their honour 
and renown is (mall, and fcarcely to bee ac- 
counted an hand fall , which when it it 
fpent, they die. Then their name perifh, 
and their pompc , will not follow them* 
Then if a liking dog better then they. Eccl.9.4. 
For doth not their dignity go away withthc? 
(Do they not df and thafbitbout ftifdom. lob. 4 » 
Whereas it they would bee content t<* 

>{iae away unto our Ettas Chrift jefus , a 
mle of their honour by abafirig them 
felues before his Throne of governments 
they (hovld haue never the lefle , but a great 
deale the more: yea the continuance oi true 
honour for cvet, For they fkould ftand a$ 
4he faithfnll witneffes in heaven , their na* 
jnes being regiftred in the booke of life. Ac* 
cording as the Prophet Efiiah fpeaketh of 
the fameandrenown of the Church,and ac- 
counteth it the renown of JQngs ai?d Princes 
to nwrfhipp? therein Vbitb their flues totwJb 
the earth , and to Ucl^ Vp the duft atthefeett 
thereof. Efay'49-2, 

Laftly as touching toatidf aflfe&ion of ioy* 
and his delight which hee had to fee the 
glory of 6od (hine forth.as it was declared 
byjfignes,yea the whole difpofing of himfelf f 
to bee great at that prefent time : fo did the 
fontinuall praftifc of his life after ward , gitie 
token thit it was entire & unfeyncd. For ho 
continued his care and ftudy to dc an ioffru- 
tnrnt to advance Gods glory. 

Of our foone bote & ioonc cold aeale: and 
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iDf our gladnes, which bewraied it fclfe tS 
fee more for the finning hope of our world- 
ly welfare, then for the hope of th? increafe 
of 6odskingdome,£nd the fpecdy cora? 
fning thereof: And of our loue, which haue 
gtuen place to iniquitie foonc getting the 
vppcr hand: And of all our forvvardnes and 
gepdnes, which appeared in the day* when 
the Lord opened one dpre for vs to come 
cut of prifon, and an other dore to haue 
fntred his Tabernacles, if we would hatte 
but; ftreined our felues a litle to haue remo« 
lied afewe blockes in the waie; Of this our 
goodoes and forvvardnes, how that it pro- 
lied but as a morning mitt, which vanished 
before any heat of the Suoncbraft forth: I 
baue fpoken before. Little was that we had* 
therefore was taken from vs euen that little- 
Great was the true and finccre ioy» faith* 
?ea]e and loue which 3)auid had: therefore 
was giuen vnto him more. For he continued 
faithful to him which had called him through 
grace, and for the remembrance of his great 

J'ooclnes, he ft ill ip hart defircd to add more 
abour vnto the Lords worjee. For the Arke 
feeing brought home, & placed ip a tent, he 
defired to build an houfc for the fame. And 
jf it had feemed good in the eyes of the Lord, 
to haue vfed his hand therein, as he did ac- 
cept of his heart : he wonld haue chofen ra- 
ther to haue bene deftitute of a princely pa- 
lace, then that the Arkeof Cod (hould haue 
been without a royall houfe. for the more. 
ftapjcftarioE of the gloric therefo. And 

wheq 
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jryheohe receyucd: anfwer fr6m the Lord, 
yhat he fhould ttoc build an houfc vnto him, 
but his fonnc fhfrulde buildc it,y cc as much 
2% he might he ditf with all his power, and 
<became a cheefebuiJder one way vvhen at 
s$n other way he could hot, namely, in pre* 
paring thofc things which fhould furniftf 
Jthc worke,aod fee it forward with fpeede, 
irhen it fhould be begunne. for he faid; 
Chro.at. My fin Salomon is youg and tender 
*nd we mufi buy Id an bouftfor the Lord, mag* 
ptficall, Excellent, and of great fame and digni- 
-$ie throughout all Countries. I frill therefor* 
nofr prepare for him. And he prepared an bun<* 
dreatboufind Talentesofgolac , and a thou* 
find thoufand Talents ofSUuer: And of fj&rafli 
and of Iron pajfing freight: jfnd alfo Tymber 
*nd Stones, and he had fet Mafons to hew$ 
and polifh the {tones in readinefle And yet. 
for ail this, his hunger for Gods g)orie,was 
not fatifficd,bue he complained that he w*t$ 
l»Me to doe no more. For heefayd to hit 
Sonne Salomon : .according to my pouertie I 
fraue prepared thefi things. Ver. 14. 

There was then no neceffitic of an houfe* 
For the Arke was kept in the Tabernacle, 
Which figured the Church, and that was 
after Gods inftitution. And the neceffitie of 
hairing the Temp'e came notrntill the Lords 
frommaunderaent appointed a time therevn* 
to, Neyther was there any ruine of thinges 
pertaining to Gods houfe at rhat time. Yet 
you fe how S>auid behaued himfelfe, nof 
t unftraipe4 by any neceffitie of the time,but 
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inflamed by his true affeflion, which hung* 
xed for the further glorie of thofc things 
Which represented Gods glorie. 

There be witnefiet id England, which 
know, how that exceding many moothea 
lof the teachers, and of . thofe which 
foeake as they are taught, haue coofcf- 
led concerning their Church: Some, that 
ft is ruinous: Yet will they make the ftone 
Whole a gaine oqt of the dufte , not with 
a worke, as T^ehemkb did with building t 
but with a word or two, in faying, 
it is the Church of God yet notwith- 
standing. 

Some fay, It is naked, and yet a Church: 
And though it be both hungne and naked, 
they giue it fuch a beggars almcs, as the 
ApolUe lames fpeaks of; Go JParme thee* and 
Jill thy btlty.lim*. 1 6. For they fay, God kelp 
it, wee flail pray fir it. It) the mean e time 
nothing is miniftred to fufteyneit with, tou- 
ching that rtoey complayne to be wanting 
who it, therefore what hdpeth it/ 

Some fay, It is as a man that wants a 
legge* and yet a Church. But the Scripture 
fayth, That that which is baiting , if neart 
to be turned out of the X»ay. Hebrcwes. i a. 
Some fay ,It wants but an armc,&c. But all 
this while they efpy not wherein the grea* 
ted deformitie lieth,namelio,In that it hath 
alide pretie bodie, and a great forte of 
monftrous great facades. I mcane thofe of 
whom we mar well complaine with the 
Prophet, and lav; O Chnft, Other Lord 

( x befidt 
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hfidet thee bane rukd cur >x. EfaU %&* 

And becaufe I know herein my Judgement 
will be Gfted; I fay for my fell, that liitdgc 
them not, nor condemn them . The towi 
eftbe Lordhtdgetb both than and me. 

But concerning the Church of England, atf 
they intitlcic: It is a notable difhonour vntcf 
Chrift Iefus*to make all the Parifhcsinf/g- 
iW generally his Church, he will giue no 
thankesfor that liberalise. Yet I am per. 
fwaded (* thcLordl takctowKnefTc) that 
in the Realme of England there bediuer* 
Churches. 

- And I hope alfo that there be many more 
true worfhippers, or I uch at the leaft as the 
Lord doth accept, which abhor & deteft to 
bowc the knee to the Antichrifiiaa fcepter, 
more I fay, then feeme to appeare, as was in 
Ifrat I in the dayes of the Prophet Eliab. 
But that the booke which is for Gods wor- 
fliipind fcruice, and yet beareth not tho 
name of God, that euer it caufed Tabernacle 
to bee fo framed, as that the Lord (hoiild 
know and acknowledge it for his own,! u« 
terlydenie. 
But to teturne to my purpofe. Seeing the 

cafe fo (lands thatthe ruins & decayes of the 
Churches be apparant by a general confeffift 
almoft of all: Yea feeing it is alfo confefled, 
that (he is fickevnto death and lies panting 
for breath: let vs not think, that fttette ami 
fmooth hordes Ttil beak her deadHe burte, 

as to fay : ycc it is t very famous Church, 

and 
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find other nations baue thought welLand rtk 
vcrcDtly of the Church of England, &c. Bui 
let all with whom is yet the feare of the li- 
ving God, and any deflre of his glory,lay th* 
hand to the work,no toore but even rhus^by 
tfihemng eUU, and doing good; that although 
they goe forward in fcwnefTe , according to 
their poverty for a time,, yet by their exam-* 
pic and admtifements, they may win man/ 
«nto tighteoufnes, by calling and flirring up 
after ^ms manner. Come* letusgoe up to the 
mountain ofihtLordjo the biufi of the God 
oflhcobt :&mb hi {halt teach ito bit way es, and M 
will orally in his paths. Efay % 1 3 . 
r Let themalfo fay each to other, that be- 
caufe we fought not the Lord in due order* 
therefore heare wee this complaint to bur 
rebuke and fhame : There &a$ never mori 
frickednejfetben is not*. 
. Thus if we dojabou ting not ftore faintly* 
feecaufc iniquity hath gotten the uprcir hand, 
but more valiantly to redeem the times becaufi 
ikt dayes are ehUi, wee (hall bee found in the 
fight of the Lord, according to oar ability, 
to. hauc poliftied and made ready living 
(tones for the Lords building,that although 
Vtc can fee the worke go but flowly forward 
in our dayes, y«c iri the next generation i* 
may rife more fpcedily to the glory of God. 
And let none utter thefe words of unfaith- 
fulncfle, Mas, what can I do, or frhat can fD?9 
ir three of us do, or bow are toe like to go for* 
toard i So I may (ay, what can a graifte of 
&tutiv<M&i do? Itufaudlto behold. But 
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being caft into the ground in doe time* 
and watered,we fee what it doth,and how it 
fpreadeth. So we may fay, what can we do^ 
if we fit ftillf But if we labour in the Lordsf 
bu(irxflc,fo as we giue our felues orcr to t>4 
ibwne in the earth for his truths fake, un«? 
doubtedly out of o»r dead bones or afhcsj 
there wil fprmg up many more witrieffes,uiii 
till the glorious caufe flourifh glorioufly? 
But to proceed. 

1 reiojfeed when theypaduntome^e. 
• It is written,!. Cbr0n.11. that 4)4 W g$Z 
thered all Ifcael together, to go up to Ieru-1 
falem. And in that thepeorle were fo heafi 
tily willing, faying, That they would goe up'td 
the bonfeoftbe lord, and ] then fiet fbguld/tatd 
in the gates oflerufekm, wee may note this j 
That the Lord now being with fiaVid, afttij 
he had feared before his face, and carefull/ 
fought him in due order, headdeth blefsing 
unto bltfsingunto him, to make his ioy full} 
for he dorh not onely make him fee the Arfc 
come home itipeace^but atfo giues him the 
hearts of all the peopIe,as one man reioycing 
with him,and praifing the Lord : then the 
which nothing could refrefh and folace hit 
rafode more cheerfully over his gricfe paft. 

Thus daththe Lord make things to flic- 
ceed with them ("yea oftentimes more thea 
they look for) which feek him in feare ancf 
trembling, and attempt to work according 
to his will. 

Thus Nebemfab, when his heart had con- 
Conccivcd that cutcrprifc ^Ml&&%*t^a&. 
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walks of lertfikm, he not ©nely obteyne<§* 
feaue of the King to goc thither, which 
thing he hoped ooc for without feare; but 
ilfo the lord made him obtayoe that which 
Was leaft looked fori wn hclpe and furni- 
ture of timber towardes the workt. More* 
ouer, the Lord gaue him the hearts of the 
,people, who notwirhftanding their pouertie 
god fcwneffe,y et were incouraged to work* 
<nrith vnwontcd forwardnefle. 

So Mojis, thopgh hee had a froward 
companie to guy de,yet when he went about 
the Tabernacle making, with all thinges ap* 
pcrteynihg thcrevnto,according,to the Lords 
commaundement, hee found the people? 
harts fo willing andrcadie to offer, and their 
kandes fo full of giftes, that hee erved, Ho, 
indcommaundedthem toceafle from of* 
(ring any more* Esod. jf . 6* 

Therefore, let there be no vnchearfult 
tyordes amongft v$^ to vveakea our handes* 
before we begin to yvorke. . As fome fay 
How is it poffiblc? Where (hall we hauc 
fit men for Elders? Where (Call wee haue 
fufficient Minifters ynough? And where (hall 
We hauc this and that? 

It is the propertit of aflouthfullferuaunr, 
to tell before hee goe out, how he is not 
like to fpeede. Let vs in the midddt of all 
{beightnes and impoffibiliries, take in hand 
ourenterprife in the Lord with humblenes r 
Wifedom, and fingle hartednes: and we (hall 
fee fncceJQTe not 6nlv in thofe thinges which 
tve caa fore fee and hope for:but alfo man* 
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things vnldokcd for of v$, fhal bee prof* 
J>trcd into our bofome. 

Now whereas the people fpeake fo wil- 
lingly, faying: Wee^iligoe Vp into thehoufi 
tftbe Lord: it declareth their forwardnei vn« 
to a good encerprife. But the King had cal- 
led them and ilir red them vp therernto. So 
peraduenture ic may fteme that the people 
are not to goe Ypinto the Lords houfe: ef. 
peciallie to gae about fuch an heauenly bu- 
fines as they now did, without their Kings 
and Princes going before them* As for the 
Arkc, though it bare a fpirituall reprefen* 
tat ion of holy things , yet it was a mater- 
all thing, & the bringing of it home required 
outward furniture and preparation accor- 
dinglie. But what the Pncues and people 
might haue done as touching it, if the King 
fliould haue been too flack: when I thai vn* 
derftand it to be doubted of.anfwcr (hall be 
ttadcasGod fhall giuelcaue. 

In the meane time,it is not amifle tofpeak 
fome thing of a queilion which flyeeh much 
abroad, which hath bene taken vp rather of 
defire to intangle.rhen any loue ot the truth* 
as Should feem by the diforderly framing 
and propounding thereof. The queition is 
this: 

Whether the Prince or the people ought firji 
U begmne reformation in the Church; 

I anfwer with propounding other quefti. 
em. Can they tell whether Prince or people 
ought firft to turne to the Lord; Whether 
rnnccor people ought firft to doo their? 

I duties 
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dutie? Or, whether the head,the hand*or the 
foot ought firtt to do that, which feverally 
appertaineth to the office of each of thofe 
members to do? Forcings and Princes ought 
to reforme without delay or waiting for o« 
thcr, To farre as the bounds of their callings 
reach: and the people they ought to reform 
without all delay or tarrying for ocher,fo far 
as the bounds of their calling reach alfo.Bue 
how farre the bounds of each do extend, 
therein lieth the chief e poynt. 

In the name of God,let defer haue whatfo* 
ever unto him belongeth, even all civill po- 
wer & dominion ordained of God .And woe 
unto him, fay I, which will hold this, and 
teach men fo,that there is no ufe of the Ma- 
giftrates fword among Chriftians.For that it 
torcmoue the dole of the great field& large 
the Lord hath meafured out unto them: and 
that is to depriue Chriftians of that benefit 
of peace which the Lord hath ordained>that 
we fhould enioy by their meanes. For it is 
written, / exhort that prayers andfupplications 
be made for IQngs and all that be in authority, 
that under them me may lead a godly and peace- 
tbietifi.i. Tim.i. i. Therefore I am thus 
perfwaded,that as the Kings of luda did re- 
forme by their civill power, thofe things 
which outwardly werefetup for abhomina- 
tions: namely ,as they did break downe the 
Altars, cut down the groues, burn the ima- 

ffes with fire, flay the Priefts of Baal , and 
uch like things; So alfo it appertaineth to 
the Magiftrates now, to brdfke downe the 

Idolatrous 
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Idolatrous Altars, plucke downe their biuN 
dingSjburn their images with fire, and to flay 
thole which hauc revolted from Chriftianity 
to open Idolatry. And herein we praife the 
Lord , who ftrengthned our Princes hands, 
Co work (o far, as was wrought therein. And 
if our fins had not difplcafcd t he Lord, wee 
fhould haue feen much more. For I would 
to God the arrow had not been (hot againft 
the ground onely three times,but three hun- 
dred times three times, that a full conqueft 
lor ever might haue been gotten over thole 
Antichriftian jframites. t Jf/wg.13.18. 

And now concerning thole abhominations , 
which remaine, which partly I haue fpokerj 
of: As the offices,roomes, and livings of the 
Lordly over-rulers of many churches, toge- 
ther with Deanes & Deaneries>Prebends and 
Prebend(hips,CathedraIs with the chaunters 
therein,& their Mar-maiden-tnuficke, Arch> 
Bps. Bifhops, Chauncellors, Archdeacons, 
Commiflaries,Pro<aors,Officials,Sumners 3 & 
Queftmen,*]! w ch do rob the Church of her 
authority & liberty ,& ftrip her naked.Thefe 
I fay. with their Courts and Canon -lawes* 
as alio free-hold perfonages and Vicariges, 
which hinder the free election and depofing 
of the Minifter ; alfo blind and dumbeMini* 
Iters, with the forme of Hinted fervice to 
be read , being the ftaffe & ftrength of up- 
holding them. All theft worm-wood dregs 
of Antichrifts cup,and whatfoever more, it 
appertaineth onely to the office of the civill 
Magistrate, to powic out and rincc evcafrom^ 

S * tat 
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the bottom. Which the Lord grant that ft 
mayfoonbedone. 

And whereas we are charged that we will 
take upon us to remoue thcie things; & cfta- 
blifh new lawes for other gouernment: wet 
aremoftiniurioufl; (lander cd. For we con* 
trary wife charge all in the name of God, that 
they bee not (o hardy » as by any authority 
Which they may imagine they have,as being 
of the Chur f of God,to meddle once to mouc 
the hand to take away thefe things: For that 
irerc to take the fword out of Cefirs hand. 
Therefore they ought to way te for this mar 
oer of reformation , with continuing in 
ferjient prayer to God for haftcning thereof . 
But herein Jieth the duty of Gods people, to 
remoue thefelues fro thefe 8f all other abo- 
ninatios^ not to bauc ftlbtifliip *W the un~ 
f^fulT*orfyQfd#fyeJ[fe;Eph.$.i 4 not to 
aoyne hands with open wickedneffe , but to 
keep our felues unfpottcd thereof,not to go 
under any yoke of fpiriruall bondage, to be- 
tray the liberty and authority which Chrift 
fiath left with us to keep, but toftunjfijlbt 
the liberty wherein be bath made us free. Gal. 
5*3 -By the vertu of which liberty & autho* 
ty , the Church of Ood hath to try and exa- 
mine the gifts , and convcrfation , ofthof* 
Which fliould leade them , and finding ther 
meet to chufe them, and perceiving them a' 
terward to fall to any evill herefie in dot 
trin?,or to Ioofenefle of life & converfatio 
gnd will not be reclaimed by due admoniti 
|* df p?£ them, Alfoby jhepowcf off 

6 
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fame liberty arid authority , the Church of 
God hath to ufe their due admonitions^ re* 
buttings of offcndors. Every one may bring 
his complaint in due order: And ftich offen- 
4purs as will not beare the Church , M*tb* 
j8 . 1 8 .& be ref«rmed,muft feel the fword,of 
^communication by the word of God tob« 
Cut of, &** bt (kihercdunto Satgn : x .Cor .4, 
to ftir them up to bewaile their wickednefl* 
and to repent , if the Lord fo touch their 
hearts. And this authority of puniftiing the 
franfgreffours by the Ecclefialticall fword t 
may not bee taken out of the Churches 
hands , neither can the Church giue it oucr 
without denying Chrift , who bath left this 
his powdr under their charge ; Mat. 1 gs 1 9* 
Although the civillMagiftrates may & ought 
alfo to lirike vvvith their fword , every one 
which being of the Church, fhal openly tranf* 
grefle againft the Lords commandements. 

Moreover , it fiandcth with the liberty of 
the Lords Congregation , to ufe prayers and 
thanks giving alwayes , as the prefect eccafi* 
on requireth. 

Thefe and fuch like things appcrtaine to 
the office of the Lor/ds Minifters, together 
with their Congregations . And as for the 
reforming of thefe things, wherefoeueran/ 
Want be: What ungodly tongue dare be to 
bold, 9$ to fay, we ought to tarry one houre> 
Wo,it we tarry for a new graunt from men 
to do our duties in the true worfhipof God, 
When as wee haue already fufficient graune 
from heaven ; we fcalj dy ir* our fins, & our 
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bloud (hall be upon our own heads. 

Nowjf the Minifters and peoples duC7 and 
charge extend vnto this which ( haue menti- 
oned: it will then follow , that nothing is 
wanting vnto tht true Church gouernment, 
but Co much as the people,and efpccially the 
Minifters which flioald guide them, are 
wanting vnto their dutie enioyned to them 
by the Lord. 

Wherefore in the Lord^ I doe require 
fome of thofe Minifters in England which 
chinke hardly of our doinges, and yet per- 
fwade them felues that they hartilie defire 
the ful repay ring of the walles oilerufalem : 
That they would fet downe by proofe of 
the word of God* that which is wanting to 
true and full Church gouernetnenr, befides 
chat which i$ their duetie to doe , together 
with their Congregation,whom they ought 
to ftirrevp to their duetie like wife. If there 
be any thing at all: I will promife and vow 
fay thfully to tarie and way te with them al- 
fo. If there be nothing, why doe they make 
(o longfuing at the Parliaments,andfufferfo 
in any poorefoules at home to be depriuedof 
beauenly welfare , & fin fo to ouerfpread by 
their defaults, which by keeping the Lords 
watch, might be cut fhortcr. For what fewe 
chey for vnto the Prince and Parliament? 
Euen for a law to compcll them to doe that 
which the Lord hath commaunded them to 
doe. V Vhy doe they it not in haft , by the 
vertue of Gods cammandement allreadie 
£iuej)jfoIonga$ they can in peace? And 
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yrhen they no longer can, why fuffcr they- 
oot perfecution for his fake,whom rhey mull 
obey before man?and who hach faid : fBleJfci 
are they which fuffer perfecution for rigbteouf* 
nejfejalg : for theirs is the kingdom ofheaVen. 
Mat, s> 10. 

Whofe kingdome and glorie wee mufl 
feeke both in wealth and woe,both in peace 
and perfecution. His kingdom come with 
fpecd. And to him at length let us giue the 
hand, finging the fong of hearty entertain- 
ment. 
Hoftnna, BlcfTcd be the kingdom that corn- 
met h in the name of the Lord of our Fa- 
ther 'David : Hoftnna, O thou which art ip 
the higeft Heavens.
